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The Law on eAdoption

NY one may adopt any one. The 
statutes contemplate that the 
* persons who desire to adopt a 


person shall be of suitable age and 
in solvent circumstances. , 

To,enter into parental relations, the 
court will allow any person’ of good 


character and or- 
dinary means to 
adopt a _ person, 
whether child or 
adult. In many 
causes both the 
husband and wife 
apply for the 
adoption. This is 
not absolutely es- 
sential. Either 
spouse may adopt 
a child without 
the other Joining. 
In that event the 
adoption creates 
a no relation, rights 
or duties as be- 
tween the child and the spdise who 
does not Join in the adoption. In many 
jurisdictions the consent of both hus- 
‘band and wife is required by statute 
for the valid adoption of a child by a 
eMarried person. 


An unmarried person was a legal 
right In the State of New* York and 
other States where there is no provision 
to the contrary to adopt a chi'd. 


With respect to the age of the child, 
some statutes expressly authorize the 
adoption of “any minor.” The use of 
these words limits the age, of course. 
A-miinor remains so until he or she 
reaches the age of -majority. The 
statutes of various States express the 
age of majority. \ 


There are: legal formalities which 
must be met so as to be within the 
requirements of a legal adoption. A 
chitd- whose parents are unknown and 
who has no guardian, and has not been 
given up in writing for the purpose of 
adoption to a charitable institution, 
may be adopted by decree of the proper 


The unmar- 
Tied man :hecomes a father by adop- 
tion, The adopted person, of no mat-
